Registration of house trailers 
poses a number oí special prob­ 
lems. with which most owners are 
now familiar. But to many new­ 
comers to our State. California's

SINCE 1955 TH E law has re­ 
quired annual registration renewal 
@ 
on a l l house trailers, regardless 
of their mobility, or lack of it. 
In other words, you can't pull 
a trailerQinto a parking facility, 
ja d c jt up off its wheels and call 
it aro u se for purposes of avoid­ 
ing payment oí annual fees.

TH E T R A ILE R owner in m ili­ 
tary service is exempt from these 
provisions Service personnel who 
¿jve in trailers 
while 
stationed 
here must have had valid regi­ 
stration. either in California, the 
last state of government assign­ 
ment. or the state from whence 
they came, at the time oí mdBfntf 
into this state. 
They are not required to maintain 
current registration provided their 


trailers are not moved on the high­ 
ways and are not used in connec­ 
tion with a trade or business.
